Manitoba has inked the most 
lucrative deal in the province’s 
history to store wind power and 
send electricity to Minnesota. 

The 15-year deal, worth $4 bil¬ 
lion, is to start in 2020 after the 
construction of a new hydro dam. 

“This is the largest dollar sale 
of exports that we’ve had in the 
history of Manitoba Hydro in 
absolute dollar terms,” Premier 
Greg Selinger said yesterday. 
“Today is a day worth celebrat¬ 
ing.” 

Under the agreement, Mani¬ 
toba Hydro will sell 250 
megawatts from 2020 to 2035. It 
will also import wind energy 
from the state and store it, sell¬ 
ing it back to Minnesota when 
demand for energy grows. 

The deals underline the impor¬ 
tance of building a new trans¬ 
mission line along the west side 
of Lake Manitoba, Selinger said. 
The proposed route has been hot¬ 
ly debated. Some believe it dis¬ 
rupts too many properties and 
should be built in the eastern 
part of the province, which the 
NDP government is hoping will 


become a UNESCO world her¬ 
itage site. 

Manitoba exports about 40 per 
cent of its energy — 2,000 
megawatts — and these deals will 
boost that by another 20 per cent, 
Selinger said. 

Manitoba Hydro CEO Bob 
Brennan said the province’s pow¬ 
er is increasingly in demand as 
American states start regulating 
how much of their energy must 
come from renewable sources. 

“The Wisconsin legislature 
just approved large hydro to be a 
renewable source,” he said. “As 
that happens in more and more 
states, our product will be much 
more valuable.” 

In a release, Minnesota Power 
said the deal fits with the utili¬ 
ty’s “strategy of lessening its 
dependence on carbon-based 
generation.” 

“Buying hydroelectric power 
from Manitoba Hydro is the low¬ 
est-cost option for meeting the 
electric demands of its customers 
in the 2020 timeframe,” the state¬ 
ment said.

O Concerns about sexual 
exploitation underscore cases of 
missing children

Winnipeg police and 
Child Find Manitoba are 
highlighting ongoing in¬ 
vestigations of concern as 
a way of marking the seri¬ 
ousness of the problem of 
missing kids in Canada. 

Each year, thousands of 
kids in Canada go missing 
as either runaways or vic¬ 
tims of abduction. While 
many are found safe, 
some aren’t located for 
months or years. 

Others simply vanish 
and are never seen again. 

In Manitoba, about 
4,000 kids are reported 
missing each year, accord¬ 
ing to Det. Sgt. Shaunna 
Neufeld, the new head of 
the missing persons unit. 


City police deal with a 
number of kids — many 
of them teen girls — who 
go missing and are consid¬ 
ered at high risk of being 
sexually exploited. 

A number are wards of 
Child and Family Services 
who run away from foster 
or group home place¬ 
ments. 

Investigators are keen 
to track the kids down 
quickly because of the 
dangers they face, Neufeld 
said. 

“Winnipeg, as every 
other city across the coun¬ 
try, has predators who 
prey on kids that are miss¬ 
ing — the children pro¬ 
vide sexual acts in 
exchange for a place to 
stay, in exchange for 
drugs ... (and) alcohol,” 
Neufeld said.

How long will Manitoba’s 
NHL fans be kept twisting 
in the wind, waiting for 
some solid news of the re¬ 
turn of the league to Win¬ 
nipeg? 

The province’s top politi¬ 
cal figure can’t say for sure, 
but he knows the attitude 
he’d like fans to take. 

“Patience is the watch¬ 
word,” Premier Greg 
Selinger said yesterday 
morning. 

Late last week, Selinger 
said this past Tuesday 
would shape up to be an 
“interesting day” for NHL 
hockey fans salivating for 
any and all news about the 
return of a team to Win¬ 
nipeg. Some took Selinger’s 
suggestion to mean an an¬ 
nouncement would be 


made. However, nothing 
came and the rumour mill 
continued to churn. 

Despite the lack of offi¬ 
cial news from True North 
Sports and Entertainment, 
Selinger suggested Tuesday 
was still notable. 

“It was an interesting 
day — the negotiations are 
continuing, and I think 
what we’ve really under¬ 
stood, from the complexity 
of it, requires us all to be 
veiy patient,” he said. 

As for how long people 
should remain patient, the 
premier was blunt. 

“That will be determined 
by the process itself.” 

NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman is also throwing 
cold water on such fevered 
anticipation. He told a Tam¬ 
pa, Fla., radio station that 
it’s “presumptuous” to as¬ 
sume moving the Thrashers 
to Winnipeg is a done deal.

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Hacking victims 
blase with Sony 

O Little fallout expected among people O Complaints 
centre on entertainment giant’s communication 


David Campbell found out 
yesterday morning he was 
one of 2,000 Sony Ericsson 
customers from Canada 
whose personal data had 
been stolen and posted on¬ 
line for anyone to see. 

He’s been through a 
case of online fraud before 
and is resigned to the fact 
that information stored on 
the web is at risk. So he 
wasn’t overly concerned to 
learn that his name and 
email were being shared 


by hackers. But he doesn’t 
appreciate that Sony didn’t 
alert him to the latest secu¬ 
rity breach to hit the enter¬ 
tainment giant. 

“I guess (the data breach) 
is disappointing but in this 
modern day you’d probably 
be a little foolish to think 
that anything’s safe,” said 
Campbell, who works with 
the Stratford Shakespeare 
Festival. 

Sony has been hit with a 
number of hacker attacks 


in recent weeks, the most 
notable coming last month 
and affecting more than 
100-million accounts of 
PlayStation Network and 
Qriocity users. Names, birth 
dates, email addresses and 
log-ins were compromised. 
The company said in a 
statement issued yesterday 
that hackers on Sony Erics¬ 
son’s Canadian site only ac¬ 
cessed email addresses and 
enciypted passwords.

Canada Post rejected 
its union’s latest 
contract proposal Tues¬ 
day, saying the offer 
would increase labour 
costs by $1.4 billion but 
then made a counter¬ 
proposal. 

“Even with a contin¬ 
ued decline in mail vol¬ 
umes and a $ 3-billion 
pension solvency 
deficit, Canada Post has 
tabled a competitive 
counter-offer to CUPW 
that gives employees 
better wages and 
protects their pensions 
and job security,” the 
Crown corporation said 
yesterday.

The company an¬ 
nounced yesterday that 
Don Schroeder, 65, no 
longer serves as president 
and CEO after three years at 
the helm and two decades 
as an employee. 

Tim Hortons’ board said 
it believes a change at the 
top at this time is best for 
the company.

The board said it was al¬

I have a stunning secret to re¬ 
veal about cars and bicycles:

Weird, huh? It sounds Soy- 
lent Green, but it’s true.

I haven’t ridden it yet because the shop is 
adding all the doodads needed in the 
modern urban cycling environment — 
pre-made legal forms, James Bond-style nail strip, basket 
with a flower on the front — but soon I’ll be a cyclist. 

In other words, I’m about to get a new perspective on 
the long-running feud that is Cars vs. Bikes. (Note the 
dehumanifying.) 

What has always amazed me about this conflict is 
that the vast majority of people have both hiked and 
driven cars. Everybody is on both sides. Yet to hear the 

“discussion” you would as¬ 
sume it was two different 
species that only ever con¬ 
tact each other on North 
America’s roadways. 

Why? My theory is that 
each group has an Idiot 
Quotient that ends up dom¬ 
inating the discussion; we 
literally remember the hits 
and forget the misses. 

The worst cyclists, for in¬ 
stance, seem to 
compensate for their small 
carbon footprint by taking 
up as much roadway as pos¬ 
sible. They also have a sort 
of persecution complex, 
where they see every open 
car door as an attempt to 

injure. And while I have some tolerance for bikes on 
sidewalks, it’s unacceptable to barrel down a sidewalk 
like Fred Flintstone stuck in his runaway Stoneway 
piano yelling, “Make way!” 

The worst drivers, meanwhile, start complaining 
about The War on the Car if anything slows them down, 
including inertia. Never mind that they can get home 
faster than any human in history. If a Star Trek 
transporter beam existed and a three-minute delay 
could save the Alpha Quadrant, people would rant about 
The War on the Beam and how it’s their right to use the 
fastest, space-time continuum-tearingest transporter 
available. 

So I get it: Some of the anger on both sides is justified.

LONDON. Canada has 
cracked the top 10 in a 
global security 
assessment that ranks 
countries based on how 
peaceful they are. 

The Global Peace 
Index ranked Canada 
eighth out of 153 coun¬ 
tries, a six-spot jump 
over last year. 

The index, produced 
by the Institute for Eco¬ 
nomics and Peace (IEP), 
suggests North America 
overall has improved 
slightly thanks in part to 
Canada’s rise in the rank¬ 
ings. The United States 
was 82nd, compared to 
85th last year. The index 
says if the U.S. reduced 
its violent crime rates to 
that of Canada’s, the U.S. 
economy and its state 
governments could save 
billions of dollars on cor¬ 
rectional services, health 
care and lost tax 
revenue. 

Iceland regained the 
top spot after slipping in 
last year’s index follow¬ 
ing violent 

demonstrations related 
to the collapse of its 
financial system, while 
Libya tumbled 83 spots 
to 143 in the largest drop 
in the index’s history. 

Overall, the index 
found the world is less 
peaceful for the third 
straight year.

Some prisoners learn woodworking 
or licence-plate making. But bartend¬ 
ing? 

A prison workshop in northern 
Mexico where inmates were supposed 
to be learning trades was found to 
contain a bar behind bars — 
complete with beer, vodka, tequila 
and billiard tables. 

Federal police and local authorities 
discovered the bar Monday at a mini- 


mum-security prison in the northern 
state of Chihuahua, the state attorney 
general’s office said in a statement. 

Seized from the site were 20 
bottles of vodka, 12 bottles of tequila, 
and 200 beer cans. Police also found 
three guns, 20 cellphones, 180 
individual doses of marijuana and 90 
doses of heroin. 

The prison’s deputy director was 
fired yesterday and prison guards are 
under investigation, said Jorge 
Chaires, a spokesman for the state’s 
prosecutor for prisons.

equals the level of the 
playing field so to speak.”

Oprah Winfrey walked on 
stage for her talk show fi¬ 
nale yesterday to a stand¬ 
ing ovation from her studio 
audience before thanking 
her viewers for watching 
for a quarter of a century. 

“Twenty-five years and 
I’m still saying ‘Thank you 
America,”’ Winfrey said. 
“Thank you so much. There 
are no words to match this 
moment.” 

Winfrey told them that 
sometimes she was a 
teacher, but more often her 
viewers taught her. She 
called the episode her “last 
class.” 

The show’s first mo¬ 
ment was a clip of Win¬ 
frey’s first show. She taped 
the last episode of The 


Oprah Winfrey Show on 
Tuesday in Chicago. 

Winfrey was the only 
person on stage with little 
background music and 
very short flashback clips. 

“When she came out, 
her appearance, the way 
she stepped on stage and 
the message she brought 
about finding yourself, 
your purpose,” said audi¬ 
ence member Wanda Nash, 
47, of Chicago, an execu¬ 
tive assistant and foster 
parent. “It was all about 
Oprah.” 

Winfrey kissed and 
hugged her longtime part¬ 
ner, Stedman Graham, and 
made her way through the 
halls of Harpo Studios, say¬ 
ing goodbye to her staff, au¬ 


dience members said. 

Winfrey announced in 
November 2009 that she 
would end her popular talk 
show after 25 years. 

Tuesday’s taping came a 
week after Hollywood’s A- 
list and 13,000 fans bid 
Winfrey farewell during a 
double-episode extravagan¬ 
za at Chicago’s United Cen¬ 
ter. They were just a few of 
the approximately 30,000 
guests on the show over 25 
years. 

The bare-bones final tap¬ 
ing had its share of celebri¬

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Gaga builds hype 
for new album

The release of a pop star’s 
album usually comes with 
the typical cross-marketing 
splash — strategic maga¬ 
zine covers, a few major TV 
appearances, and perhaps 
a cosmetics or fashion deal 
to remind the public a new 
project awaits. 

Yet the social media- 
powered blitz connected to 
this week’s drop of Lady 
Gaga’s third album, Born 
This Way, is bordering on 
epic, with partnerships 
ranging from Starbucks to 
FarmVille, and virtual give¬ 
aways of the album’s 17 
tracks. It also represents 
the kind of bold, new busi¬ 
ness model that could help 
rejuvenate a deflated mu¬ 
sic industry. 

Gaga already had a slew 
of magazine covers, from 
Rolling Stone to Vogue, 
and appeared on every 
high profile show, from 
Oprah Winfrey to Ameri¬ 
can Idol to Saturday Night 
Live, as well as her own 
HBO concert special. 

But she hasn’t stopped 
there. Starbucks — typical¬ 
ly home to easy-on-the-ears 
artists like Emmylou Har¬ 
ris — is selling her album 
as well as launching a “dig¬ 
ital scavenger hunt” for 
Gaga-inspired goods; 
Google Chrome debuted a 
commercial with Gaga 
with a track from the al¬ 
bum; the online fashion 
outlet Gilt Groupe part¬ 
nered with Gaga to offer 
Gaga-inspired clothing and 
VIP performances; Best Buy 
is giving away the album to 
anyone who purchases a 
mobile phone with a con¬ 
tract; and Zynga, creator of 
the popular online game 
FarmVille, created GagaV- 
ille, which allowed fans ac¬ 
cess to exclusive Gaga 
songs. 

As if that wasn’t 
enough, on Monday, Ama¬ 
zon.com sold Born This 
Way for just 99 cents as a 
promotion for their new 
music cloud service, creat¬ 
ing a demand so strong it 
disrupted the online retail¬ 
ing giant’s servers for a 
short time. 

And it looks like the 
campaigns are paying off: 
Gaga’s album is estimated 
to sell anywhere between a 
half-million to a million

with the diminishing mu¬ 
sic labels, you want to find 
quality partners where you 
know you can reach new 
audiences and being able 
to push boundaries as 
well.” 

Among the promotions 
connected with Born This 
Way is the Disney Mobile 
Tapulous game Tap Tap Re¬ 
venge, which gives fans ac¬ 
cess to the entire album 
and other content if they 
buy the game, Born This 
Way Revenge, for $4.99. It’s 
the first time Tapulous has 
put out 17 tracks with a 
game for that price. 

Tim O’Brien, vice-presi¬ 
dent of business develop¬ 
ment at Disney Mobile, 
said this was the third deal 
with Gaga, resulting in the 
total sale of five million 
songs so far.

But he was quick to 
point out the games have 
been close. That’s one rea¬ 
son he insisted the Bulls are 
not out of it. 

“I really believe we’ve 
got a group of guys that are 
going to keep on fighting,” 
Deng said. “There’s no quit 
in us. There’s no quit in 
that loclcer-room. It’s really 
going to come down to the 
end of the game again.” 

The Bulls surprised 
many this season by jump¬ 
ing to a league-leading 62 
wins, with Rose becoming 
the youngest ever MVP. 

Along the way, they 
swept three close games 
from the Heat during the 
regular season. They even 
left them in tears after beat¬ 
ing them in March, when 
they were in a five-game 
losing streak and appeared 
to be unraveling. 

Now it’s Miami that has 
Chicago’s players and coach 
of the year Tom Thibodeau 
rubbing their eyes.

COACHING HIRE 

Lakers turn 
to LeBron’s 
ex-coach 

The Los Angeles Lakers 
reached a deal in principle 
with former Cleveland 
coach Mike Brown yester¬ 
day to succeed Phil Jack- 
son, according to a person 
with knowledge of the dis¬ 
cussions. 

Brown will get a four- 
year deal worth roughly 
$18 million US, according 
to the person who spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity 
because Brown hadn’t yet 
been formally hired. 

The Lakers released a 
statement later yesterday 
confirming the club hopes 
to make Brown the 22nd 
coach in franchise history.

“We’ve met with Mike 
and are very impressed 
with him,” said the state¬ 
ment from the Lakers’ 
public relations. “In addi¬ 
tion, we have an outline 
for an agreement in place 
and hope to sign a con¬ 
tract within the next few 
days.” 

With a strong interview 
last weekend, Brown be¬ 
came the top candidate 
for the daunting challenge 
of succeeding the 11-time 
NBA champion Jackson 
with one of the NBA’s 
iconic franchises. The Lak¬ 
ers’ 16 NBA titles trail only 


the Boston Celtics’ 17 in 
league history. 

Rather than promoting 
one of Jackson’s assistant 
coaches, the Lakers are 
changing course after an 
abrupt end to their two- 
year title reign. 

Kobe Bryant endorsed 
Jackson assistant Brian 
Shaw for the job, but Jim 
Buss — the Lakers’ execu¬ 
tive vice-president of play¬ 
er personnel and the son 
of owner Jeriy Buss — be¬ 
came intrigued by Brown 
after the interview. 

A respected tactician 
with a strong pedigree, 
Brown has experience 
with big games and stars, 
even if he couldn’t get Le¬ 
Bron James a title. 

“Mike Brown is a great 
coach,” James said in Mia¬ 
mi. “I respect him. He defi¬ 
nitely helped me become 
who I am today.”

Coaches 
jump into 
NFL labour 
court battle 


NFL coaches are teaming 
up with the players in 
their legal fight to end the 
owner-imposed lockout. 

The NFL Coaches Associ¬ 
ation filed a brief with the 
8th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday express¬ 
ing support for the players 
and saying that the 
lockout is putting their 
jobs in jeopardy. 

“Owners and fans 
increasingly demand im¬ 
mediate success, and 
coaches whose teams can¬ 
not fulfil such severe 
expectations face likely 
dismissal, which means 
the uprooting of families, 
economic dislocation and 
a significantly less promis¬ 
ing career path,” lawyers 
for the NFLCA wrote. 

No individual coaches 
were identified in the 
brief, which said that the 
eight new coaches hired 
this year face particularly 
daunting odds of success if 
the lockout is not lifted 
soon. The NFL grants new 
coaches two extra summer 
minicamps to get players 
familiar with the new 
staff, and the elimination 
of those camps puts them 
at a competitive disadvan¬ 
tage heading into the sea¬ 
son. 

“To meet 
management’s 
expectations, coaches 
need adequate time in the 
off-season to prepare their 
players for the season 
ahead,” the filing said. 
“Each day lost in 
preparing for the season 
further diminishes coach¬ 
es’ opportunities to prove 
themselves and advance 
their career.” 

NFL spokesman Greg 
Aiello said the league was 
not surprised by the filing. 

“The Coaches 
Association offices with 
the Players Association in 
Washington,” Aiello wrote 
in an email to The Associ¬ 
ated Press. “So this comes 
as no surprise.” 

The 8th Circuit has set a 
June 3 hearing to hear ar¬ 
guments on whether the 
lockout is legal. A federal 
judge in St. Paul, Minn., 
initially ruled that the 
lockout was illegal, but 
the 8th Circuit put a stay 
on that ruling pending the 
appeal.
